Arrest oi a Rkkkl Countkrkf.itbr. — A 
man named M. M. Trimble was arrested in Nt. 
Louis on Friday, on the charge of counterfeiting. 
Four or five thousand dollars in bogus coin, 
together with dies, chemicals, a galvanic battery, 
counterfeit pUtes, bills, &c., were found in his 
possession. His wife was also arrested. Besides 
the counterfeit coin, several hundred dollars in 
counterfeit bills were discovered, together with 
plates, &c. The bills are of the denomination of 
fives, tens, and twenties, and are principally upon 
the Hank of Louisville, the Merchants’ Hank of 
Louisiana, and the Bank of New Orleans. In 
addition to all this, circumstances tend to show 
that Trimble ha? been in correspondence with the 
rebels under the command of Martin Green. 
Trimble was placed under guard at the office of 
the United States Marshal and will in duo time 
bo committed to jail.

Moewe arrived here last evening en route 
for Frankfort, Germany; he proceeded to a hotel 
lo sojourn for the night, and at about 1 1 o’clock, 
Mr. Farquir of Va., was announced inquiring for 
the Captain, and, upon being presented, asked; 
“Do 1 see C. Lee Moses before me?" ‘‘You do, 
sir," was the ready response. Then have 1 called 
to denounce you as a traitor, a coward, and a 
man of no honor." “In which you severally 
err,’ replied the Captain, “and, sir. if you are 
here to institute a quarrel with me, let me tell 
you 1 am not vour man; for 1 will not. if possible 
to avoid it, have an altercation with you." 
“Such," replied Farquir, “are the words of all 
cowards." “1 would be alone, answered the 
Captain. “You are a traitor to the South, for 
she gave you birth," conlii ued Farquir, “and a 
man of no honor because you abandon her w hen 
she wants the services of all her sons, particular 
lyn man of your capacity as a seamen and navi- 
gator. Capt. M. now arose to quit the room, when 
F., in a loud voice, vociferated, “Coward! you have 
abandoned the noblest race of people on earth — 
and what else? why, joined your faie and destiny 
to that abolitiondom where virtue was ne\ er yet 
known to exist and where father cohabits with 
daughter end brother with sister!” Like a mad- 
man, the Captain Hew at his enemy, and. with 
one blow, laid him lifeless at his feot, at the same 
lime shrieking, “LiaU fiend' hound of hell! re- 
call your words or the Crown of France will not 
save you! New England's fair daughters are not 
to be surpassed for virtue and integrity, awl one 
is uoj tvs ft ! Recall your words, or may God have 
merev on you.’’ The police was now introduced, 
and Farquir, recovering, was taken care of by his 
friends. At about 1 o’clock in the morning the 
Captain was aroused to receive a note. Mons. 
Stephanie, who brought it, agreed either to pro- 
cure a second or act as such himself, the Captain 
being a perfect stranger in Paris. Stephanie, in 
the end. was second. He is ray informant and 
giveeme the fullest particulars of the meeting. 

e has become, he says, quite a frier *1 of the 
brave little Captain. Mons. St *pbanie resides 
out of Paris, and bo ims acquainted with Far- 
quir some two months since at a gaming table in 
Paris. On the duelling ground Farquir boasted 
•if bis being able to kill the traitor Captain. Hi < 
face was much swollen. Moses, on the other hand, 
was very thoughtful, but not cowardly. Once 
he exclaimed aloud, “J/y Hod! my (rod! let not 
my haodj take life. The seconds being ready, 
(’apt. Moses handed two letters to his second, one 
directed to Hon. Freeman H. Morse, l ‘. 8 . Con- 
sul, l>ond >n, and the other to his wife at Saco, 
Maine. He then removed his coat, and, bandag- 
ing bis hair from his eyes so as to prevent detrac 
tion of sight, turned his back to the party, raised 
tiis hands in prayer for a moment, after which he 
nrew a miniature from his breast, which he k^sed 
vehemently many limes, exclaiming in a choked 
voice: “My sweet wife, my noble Josephine, for 
your honor, and the honor of all New Lngland s 
fadies, I now freely give mv life — if I fall, mav 
God protect you forever." 'I’he parties now to< k 
position — ten steps, to wheel anu lire; arms, Der- 
inger pistols. At one report, both men fell to the 
earth. Hut the Captain was soon up, being only 
stunned by concussion — the ball having passed 
directly beneath his ear. Mr. Farquir was shot 
through the facs. culling oft' a part of ihe tongue, 
l he whole party soon returned to Paris and hai e 
been kept out of the way of the police. I arquir 
kept on all bis clothing at the time of fighting; 
in fact he was confident of success, and nothing 
but bis swollen face saved tbe Captain's life, for 
he is a Sure shot, or was. His wound is terribly 
bad. He will never be able to speak so as to be 
understood. The band of Providence has been 
heavily laid upon him. The Captain is up acd 
about, but suffers very much with his head, owing 
to his having received a wound in the head in the 
Mexican war. He walks with much difficulty and 
in great agony. 

Hut, my dear sir, although this was a duel to 
be fully recorded, it loses its greatness when 
• ompured to what followed, viz: At about 10 o’clock 
news reached Capt. Moses that Mr. Farquir 
would die unless he got proper medics 1 and other 
attendance, but that he was out of money, anil, 
unless soon attended to, mortification might set 
in. The Captain immediately proceeded to his 
room, and finding the reports true and Farquir 
in a dreadful condition, he forgot the enmity of 
the man. and, drawing forth his purse, gave 
it to him. Farquir wept like a child at tbe 
nobleness of his enemy, and Moses left tbe room 
in tear*. Stephanie tells me he was at Moses's 
room for him to return; soon after he did; he 
found he had given away his purse containing all 
the money he had this sine of the Atlantic ex- 
cepting fifteen dollars or so. He had given four 
twenty pound notes Bank of England, and two 
sovereigns; under no consideration would he take 
any back, saying “it may save his life, and I 
could never die bappv knowing l had taken life: 
but. what is worse than all, refuse the means of 
saving a life. " Moses also stated, “1 am a ship- 
master and can get a passage home free of 
charge." He leaves for London as soon as able to 
travel, perhaps to morrow. Ilis business goes 
unfinished. From London he returns home, 
where. I hope, be will be met at least in friend- 
ship. Farquir will be taken to a county town 
to-morrow, so as to get « lear of noisy Paris and 
the poll- e. 

We consider here this one of the greatest duels 
ever fought in France, an4 I have iried to give 
you tho fullest particulars. France is not seces- 
sion, even if she has sent a prince to link at 
things on both sides — on this you may rely. 

There is a Southerner here after steel plates 
for a vessel's sides, Lut be has been unsuccessful. 
He will return home.

It is therefore ordered that the said clause of 
aa id proclamation be so modified, held and con- 
strued as to conform to and not transcend the 
provisions on the subject contained in the act of 
Congress, entitled, an Act to Confiscate Property

tivo or three indignant speeches in the Legis- 
lature yesterday, but no action. Probably noth- 
ing short of Gen. Zollicofler’s actual march 
a^aiust the Capitol will stimulate the Legisla- 
ture into vigorous aud speed) action. The 
late of Kentucky is indeed hard. 

We are told that it is not an uncommon 
thing for persons who have tho nightmare to 
fancy they are lying ou ono of those murderous 
bedsteads with movable tops which figure so 
largely in nursery fiction, and that whilst the 
imaginary victims seem to be conscious of tho 
gradual descent of the terrible engine of death 
they are really powerless to move so much as 
their tongues Tho position of Kentucky at 
this moment realizes with harrowing exactness 
the fancy of these distempered dreamers. Ly- 
ing defenceless, Kentucky sees the Confederate 
armies laden with death pressing down upon 
her steadily and swiftly and relentlessly, 
yet, ridden by the incubus of a Legislature that 
mistakes cunning for wisdom and shill) -shally 
for prudence, she is powerless to stir a limb 
or even to raise her voice. She is forced 
to lie motionless and speechless and look de- 
scending ruin in the face. Whether or not she 
can break tho deadly spell before it is too late 
Heaven only know i. The Legislature appears 
to us to be struck with worso than judicial 
blindness. 

The War of Invasion — Kentucky and 
Kentuckians. — Those who havorcad the his- 
tory of Modern Europe have not failed to no- 
tice the disastrous results that have always 
kept attendance, in the different empires, upon 
the anti-war parties who kept up their anti- 
war jiolicy during the existence of hostilities. 
The people look with a jealous eye upon those 
who manifest in any way an unwillingness to 
maintain tho supremacy of their coun- 
try, their institutions, and their laws. 
Among the Greeks, through many centuries 
it was held as an article of national faith that 
existence was intolerable without a country 
and in that term was comprehended not only 
their native soil, but the institutions of their 
choice. Horace expressed the universal feel 
ing of his countrymen when he said “it is 
sweet to die for one’s country.” Among our 
English ancestry these sentiments of love of 
country have ever prevailed, and they have 
come to ns among the heir- looms derived from 
the Anglo-Saxon race. A notable illustration 
of this British sentiment and of the American 
feeling occured in the history of tho English 
contest with the first Napoleon, and in tho last 
war between this country and Great Britain 
Jn 1788 the youthful Pitt was made Premier 
of Great Britain and entered iq>on that 
training that was to fit him for a contest with 
the French Ltnpire under the leadership of 
Napoleon. That contest lasted seventeen 
years and Great Britain had to bear the brunt 
of it. The war party, the mangement of hos 
tilities, was led by Pitt, and against him was 
arrayed tho most remarkable opposition, for 
talents and position, that ever assailed a Gov 
ernment. Charles James Pox, Edmund 
Burke, and K. B. Sheridan were the conspic 
uous leaders of the anti-war party and for 
years they blazed away at the war policy of 
Pitt with an electric power of eloquence scarce- 
ly ever surpassed. In looking at the material 
upon which they based their opposition, it is 
almost inconceivable how they failed, nor can 
it be understood, except by an understanding 
of that inherent love of country which enables 
a people to bear all evils that may be essential 
to the maintenance of the supremacy of their 
country. Let us look at the numerous bur 
dens sustained by the English people as the 
cost of their war with Prance. The ao 
nual expenditures of England, previous 
to her war with France was $70,1 40,000. In 
1 797, four years afterwards, the addition to 
the public debt was $350,000,000, and for 
eighteen years there was a regular increase of' 
- loans and taxes. In 1815 Great Britian raised 
by taxation nearly $450,000,000. Between 
the years 1811 and 1815 the average exports 
from Great Britain and Ireland were $210,- 
675,000 per annum, while the average amount 
of loans and taxes for those periods was 
$540,885,000, or nearly three times the amount 
of annual exports. The average annual 
amount of taxes and loans from 1811 to 1815 
was $30 50 for each man, woman, and child 
in the Kingdom. And during that time her 
population was nearly five millions less than 
that of the loyal portions of the United States. 
Only about eight per cent, of these burdens 
was laid upon tho lands and property of the 
empire, while the remaining ninety-two per 
cent, of this enormous burden was levied upon 
the industry and consumption of the country. 
A contemporary says: 

Articles of universal and necessary consump- 
tion and raw products imported for manufacture 
were made to bear 92-100 of this enormous ex- 
penditure. The result may be judged from the 
fact that the poor rates were nearlv doubled, 
amounting to almost * 10,000,000 per annum, a 
fact more elcqueut than any description of the 
misery and destitution which prevailed. How 
unequal this taxation was will be further manif> st 
from the amount yielded by the taxes on some of 
the commonest articles of consumption. A tax 
of Id a pound on candles yielded in a single year 
£2, 188,000; tho tax of I’^d. on each pound of 
soap yielded in 1815, $3,3 0,000; the duty cn pa- 
per in the same year produced 070, 000. 

Such burdens and restraints upon the industry 
of the nation could but mako themselves manifest 
in the moat serious disturbances in its financial 
affairs, and the chapter which records them is 
probably tbo uioet wonderful illustration ever 
given of the powerful forces which machinery and 
invention have introduced into modern civiliza- 
tion; of the blindness, and perversity, aud stupid 
blundering of governors, and of the endurance and 
pitiable suffering of a people. The successive gra- 
dations in misery and <lnaster which mark the 
h< story of the people of England for more than 
half a century we want the space to recount, but 
ro,l y allude to three of the grand culminations 
* hich occurred at irregular intervals down to a 
very recent date. 

The culminations referred to in the latter 
part of this quotation were found in the state 
of the English banking operations and ihe uni- 
versal demoralization of the linancial aftairsof 
< « reat Britain through a long series of years. 
We do not detail them, instructive and inter- 
esting as they are, because they are not im- 
portant in their bearing upon tho special point 
before us. We have said enough to show the 
dreadful sufferings that infected the entire pop- 
ulation of England through the long -continued 
war. There seemed to he no hope of escape 
from universal f inant ial ruin; the whole social 
fabric appeared at times to be involved m irre- 
trievable desolation, and upon the pall of mid- 
night darkness that settled over city, and vil- 
lage, and hamlet, and all the rural districts, 
no ray of light was discernible. Yet, through 
all this wide-spread desolation, the spirit of the 
people never faltered. Their courage and pa- 
triotism were superior evon to their terrible 
t rials and misfortunes. They bravely struggled 
on, amidst disaster and destitution and famine. 
And throughout the hitter sufferings of years, 
they courageously stood by the war party in the 
councils of the nation, and refused to trust the 
men who were crying for peace. With all of 
the elements of power posseted by Charles 
James Fox as a datesiuau and orator, and his 
influential connections, he never was able to 
wiu the confidence of the nation. He was 
an opponent of the war, and the champion of 
peace and of the enemies of England. For 



these offences the people of England never for- 
gave him. The matchless powers of Burke 
were thrown away in the service of the anti- 
war policy of Fox, and to savo himself from 
absolute ruin with the English people he had 
to go over to them and advocate the war. 
These arc tho facts of history. Fox and his 
party went so far as to frequently endanger the 
safety of the British army and the integrity of 
the empire, by falsely representing Welling- 
ton’s victories in Spain as defeats. These 
things kept Fox and his anti-war party under 
a perpetual cloud with the English jteoplc. 

The history of the anti-war party iu this 
cjuntry is full of similar lessons. A violent 
denunciation of the policy of the war with 
Great Britain, in 1612, was maintained not 
only before actual hostilities commenced, but 
during their continuance. The Federal party 
hoped to recover their power by opposition to 
the war, and they were able to make a strong 
asc against Jefferson and Madison. But this 
opposition to the war was the death of the 
Federalists. The people never forgave them 
for it, and throughout the West and South 
no one of the anti-war party escaped political 
death. The great war cry was, “Free trade 
and sailor’s rights,’’ in which Kentucky was 
not specially interested, yet no f>tate went into 
the war with more heartiness than Kentucky. 
Some of her public meu, who opposed the 
war and attempted to cripple the nation 
with their opposition, were among the great- 
est aud most powerful in fhe Common 
wealth, yet they fell never to rise again. They 
were never forgiven their opposition to the 
war and their refusal to vote lor all needful 
aid in carrying it to a successful result. The 
war entailed a vast amount of suffering and 
ruin, but they were patiently endured. A 
notable example of the unforgiving spirit of 
the people is found in the case of John Pope, 
Esq. , of Lexington. He was a gentleman of 
remarkable powers, his personal character was 
unblemished; his bearing was well calculated 
to win and retain popularity. But he had 
opposed the war and voted against ^ving the 
Government the means of carrying it on with 
vigor. The people sent him into retirement 
in the meridian of his powers, and never re 
called him from it. When tho entire Con 
grcssional delegation of Kentucky, probably 
tho ablest ever sent by any State into Con 
gress, fell under the ban of popular condem 
nation, in 1827, Henry Clay and Richard M, 
Johuscn were the only {lersons of the delcga 
tion who were able to get back into Congress 
John 1‘ope was the candidate in opposition to 
Mr. Clay, and it was generally believed then 
that Mr. Clay adroitly worked the policy to 
have Mr. 1’ope nominated as his opponent, 
h3cause of his faith in the virtue of the anti 
war card of Mr. Pope’s political career. ( >n 
the second night of the election, Mr. Pope 
was three hundred votes ahead of Mr. Clay 
hut on the third day, Mr. Pope’s opposition 
to the war told fatally against him, and Mr 
Clay was elected. No one of the anti -war 
paity of Kentucky ever recovered the confi 
denee of the people of this ‘State. Their ostra 
ci6m was complete and enduring. 

Let no one hope to win the affections or con 
fidence of the jieople by opposing the war or 
by attempting to hinder the efforts of the Gov 
ernment at its vigorous prosecution, for now 
is a war for the very existence of Kentucky as 
a Commonwealth. No public man can make 
a more fatal mistake. We are in the war; the 
causes must be held in abeyance now by every 
Kentuckian, and every possible effort must be 
made for a prompt, vigorous, and successful 
management of the war. For the first time in 
the history of the State, her territory is in 
vaded, and this insult calls every loyal Ken- 
tuckian to the post of duty. The invader 
must he scourged from the soil of this renowned 
Commonwealth. For the first time in the his- 
tory of the State, a portion of her own sons 
are with her enemies, are helping and inciting 
outrages upon her honor, her safety, her pros 
perity, and her laws, and to these double trai 
tors must be dealt a lesson that will stand for 
ever ay a beacon to all future Kcutuckians 
against disloyalty to Kentucky. She has given 
no one of her son6 even the shadow of an ex 
cuse for treason against her, nor will even the 
shadow of mercy be shown to any one of them 
who is now engaged in treason. The Kentuckian 
who now aids or encourages in any way this 
marauding, lawless, unprovoked invasion of 
the sacred soil of Kentucky — for Kentucky 
soil is as 6acred to her sons as any on earth can 
be to its possessors — must meet the jienaltiesot 
this National and State felony; and the Ken 
tuckian who enters as an armed attendant of 
this Confederate invasion must and will re 
ceive the speedy doom of a traitor. No 
murderer ever more richly deserved 
speedy malefactor’* death, and it will 
be administered as quickly as the na 
ture of the case will permit. If Kentucky 
needs the help of two hundred thousand troops 
to assist her in this work of retributive justice 
they will be at her service. There must be no 
faltering anywhere now. The time for debate 
is ended; the hour for action has come and 
each loyal Kentuckian must spring to the 
work. Each Kentuckian may now become 
loyal and obliterate the transgressions of his 
past life. We must all show a willingness to 
help ourselves asjhe very best method for get- 
ting help from others. If the legislature shall 
faithfully do the work assigned it by the loval 
vote of the Commonwealth, Kentucky will 
make a speedy settlement with her traitorous 
invaders, and with her treacherous sons who 
still incite and aid this invasion. The Ken- 
tuckians who continue to be treacherous in the 
honr of the State s peril, need hope for no 
compromise. Their days of peace are ended 
in this world, and will never bogin, we are 
confident, in the world to come. The consti 
tutional and legal powers of Kentucky now 
call upon every Kentuckian to defend his State, 
and no matter what he may have done for her 
enemies heretofore, the door of the State is 
open for his full forgiveness. When that door 
shuts him out as an unreclaimed traitor, let 
hope die within him, for in the sight neither of 
God nor man does the enemy of his native 
land deserve the exercise of mercy.

M\ Dkak Sir— I hasten to place in your hancte 
the er* dosed corresponded e with the President of 
the United States. The action which he has taken 
was firm and decided, and must prove satisfactory 
to the friends of the Union in Kentucky. 

The act of Congress alluded to was a necessity 
under the circumstances, and was fully justified 
by the usages of civilized warfare. The Govern- 
ment has the same right to confiscate slaves en- 
gaged in digging trenches or mounting guns for 
the rebels that it has to confiscate their arms when 
captured during the progress of the war; but, 
having confiscated them, Congress goes no fur- 
ther. Upon ibis law the President stands firmly, 
and in doing so, and in disavowing General Fre- 
mont's proclamation, he gives another of the over- 
multiplying proofs that the war, which 
one for national existence, does not seek to ex 
tinguish or interfere with slavery as estatdished 
in the States. If this institution suffers detri 
ment from the events or issues of the rebellion, 
the blow w ill come from those who, under the 
pretence of defending it, are striking it the life 
of a government under whose constitution il has 
enjoyed complete shelter and protection for three 
quarters of a century. 

The occupation of Columbus by armed Tennec- 
seeans, under the leadership of Btebop Polk and 
Pillow has excited no surprise here where the 
unscrupulous character and ultimate aims of the 
rebel chieftains are well understood. So long as 
Kentucky maintained that most illusory of all 
attitudes — Neutrality — and carefully guarded 
an extended and exposed position of the frontier 
of the rebel Government — in a word, so long as 
she subserved the purposes of the conspirators 
seeking the overthrow of the republic, and give 
reason to hope that she would finally unite aer 
fortunes with them, she was graciously let alone, 
so soon however as she declared her loyalty to a 
Government to which she is indebted for all her 
prosperity, and to which fhe is united by the 
most solemn tie3 of duty, of affection, ami 
of interest, her soil is ruthlessly invaded, 
and, under the promptings and guidance of trait- 
ors in her own bosom, her vote at the polls is now 
to be reversed by the bayonets of Tennesseeans, 
and the proud old Commonwealth reduced to the 
condition of a conquered province of lhat politi- 
cal Pandemonium called the Southern Confedera- 
cy. Those who have read her history and know 
the spirit of her people can have no fears as to 
the result of this audacious assault upon her honor 
aud independence. The Government here will 
give all possible support to the State al the ear- 
liest moment practicable.

Dear Sir: The late act of Congress providing 
for the confiscation of the estates of persons in 
open rebellion against the Government was as a 
necessary war meat ure accepted and fully ap- 
proved by the loyal men of the country. It lim- 
ited the penalty of confiscation to property actu- 
ally employed in the service of the rebellion wilh 
the knowledge and consent of its owner?, and, in- 
instead of emancipating slaves thus employed, 
left their status to be determined either by the 
courts of the United States or by subsequent leg- 
islation. The proclamation, however, of General 
Fremont, under date of the 30th of August, tran- 
scends and of course violates the law in both 
these particulars, and declares that the property 
of rebels, whether used in support of the rebel- 
lion or not, shall be confiscated, and if consisting 
in slaves, that they shall he at once manumitted. 
The act of Congres referred to was believed to 
embody the conservative policy of your adminis- 
tration upon this delicate and perplexing ques- 
tion, and hence the loyal men of the Bor- 
der Slave States have felt relieved of all 
fears of any attempt on the part of the 
Government of the United States to liber- 
ate suddenly in their midst a population unpre- 
pared for freedom and whose presence could not 
fail to prove a painful apprehension if not of terror 
t) the homes and families of all. You may there- 
fore well judge of the alarm and condemnation 
with which the Union- loving citizens of Ken- 
tucky — the State with whose popular sentiment 
I am best acquainted — have read this proclama- 
tion. The hope is earnestly endulged by them as 
it is by myself that this paper was issued under 
the pressure of a military necessity which Gen. 
Fremont believed justified the step, but that in 
the particulars specified it bus not your approba- 
tion and will not heenfori ed in derogation of law.

Assuming that you, upon the ground, 
could better judge of the necessities of 
your position than 1 could at this dis- 
tance, on seeing your proclamation of August 
30th. I perceived no general objection to it. The 
particular clause, however, in relation to the con- 
fiscation of property and the liberation of slaves, 
appeared to me to be objectionable in its noncon- 
formity to the act of Congress, passed the 6th of 
last Angus*, upon the same subjects, and hence I 
wrote you, expressing my wish that that clause 
should be modified accordingly. Your answer, 
just received, expresses the preference on your 
part that I should make an open order for the 
modification, which 1 very cheerfully do. 

It is therefore ordered that the said clause of 
said proclamation be so modified, held and con- 
strued as to conform to and not transcend the 
piovisionson the subject contained in the act of 
Congrea.>, entitled, an Act to Confiscate Property 
used for Insurrec .ionary Purposes, approved 
August oixth, eighteen hundred and sixty -one. 
and that said act be published at length with this 
order.

Apr AXBfl at Camp Boone. — A young man who 
had deserted from Camp Boone, Tennessee, arrived 
at his home, in Bullitt county, a few days ago. 
He gives a sad account of the state of affairs in 
camp. He belonged to Capt. Phil. Lee’s com- 
pany, and says that Capt. Lee has rendered him- 
self very unpopular with his men. Our informant 
talonged to the “barefoot squad,” which was a 
large proport ion of the force in camp. The “squad 
had had no shoes for some time, and the young 
man saj'3 that, after drill, the foot- prints of the 
soldiers were profusely marked with blood. There 
are about seven or eight thousand soldiers in 
camp, and but three or four hundred guns. Col. 
Hick Wintersmith, late Treasurer of the State of 
Kentucky, has received the appointment of quar- 
termaster, and very generously divides his time 
between his official duties and the ladies of 
CUrksville. 

Drowned. — M r. Adolphus Ferguson, of (»ol- 
conda, Ind., was drowned in the Ohio river a 
short distance below Cave- in-rock on Wednesday 
morning, the 4th inst. Mr. F. was 22 years of 
age, and bad for a few years been following the 
river as a steamboat pilot. He left home a few 
days before his death for the purpose of bringing 
a barge load of coal from one of the mines near 
Casey ville, Kentucky, to Golconda. He left the 
mines on Tuesday and on Wednesday morning 
his boat was found about l'< miles below 
Cave-in -rock, aground, but he was missing. On 
the following Friday bis l»ody was caught floating 
in the river by the citizens of Elizabethtown, and 
on Monday it was taken to Golconda and interred.

ing impatience of the people for the driving out 
the Confederate invaders of our soil. The deep in 
suit offered by Gen. Polk in bringing Confederate 
troops into Southern Kentucky has been repeated 
by Gen. Zolliccffer, who has entered our south 
eastern bordor through Cumberland Gap, and 
advanced some fifteen miles upon Laurel Hill 
Information to this effect reached Gov. Magoffin 
yesterday, and was made the subject of an exec 
utive message. The speeches in the House upon 
its reception are indicative of the temper of the 
members. If a military necessity has demand*' 
that Tennessee should invade Kentucky, another 
and stronger military necessity demands that 
Kentucky shall expel Tennessee from her soil. 

In the House this morning Mr. Andrews from 
the Committee on the Judiciary to whom were 
referred several propositions for making inquiry 
into violations of law growing out of the agita- 
ting questions of the day, causing the loss of life 
or property, recommended the appointment of a 
Select Committee of Five, delegated with power 
to send for persons and papers and directed to ex- 
tend their inquiries in a direction which will cover 
all the propositions. This will be an important 
Committee and it will bring to light systematized 
effort to prcduce a reign of terror in our State by 
the disorganizes who call themselves the peace 
party, and I am told it will implicate persons 
bolding seats in the Legislature. Let us have 
all the facts and let us rub up the truth to make 
it look all the brighter like the moral philoso- 
pher’s silver dollar referred to by Mr. Silvertooth 
last week. 

We had several political, metaphysical, and 
economic treatises offered this morning from the 
secession side of the House, all of which seem to 
ignore the fact that the United States Govern 
ment is contending for its very existence against 
armed rebellion. They all look to the alleged 
usurpations of the Federal Government, but say 
nothing of the impudent invasion of the State by 
the Confederates. These treatises were in the 
form of joint resolutions, and were all referred to 
the Committee on Federal Relations. Mr. Alfred 
Allen, however, took a practical view of existing 
difficulties by introducing the following: 

Whereas peace is desired by the people of Ken- 
tucky, whose property is destroyed by war; the 
present war was not begun by the United States, 
the Government to which we belong, nor has it 
l>een participated in by us, but in the contest we 
have observed a strict neutrality, and had hoped 
to be able to preserve that neutrality to the close 
of the war, but our soil has been desecrated, our 
territory invaded, our towns seized, aud our neu- 
trality violated by armed troops from the South- 
ern Confederacy, and it would be degrading in us 
to listen to terms of peace or compromise 
before these troops are withdrawn and 
ample apology made for their invasion: 
and whereas the occupation of Paducah 
by the forces of the United States was 
ia consequence of the invasion by the Confeder- 
ate troops and for the purpose of defending the 
peace, neutrality, and honor of the State, and it 
would be discourteous to the Government and un- 
grateful and impolitic in the State to request a 
withdrawal of the United States troops at this 
time, therefore it is — 

Resolved, That the withdrawal of the Confed- 
erate forces from the boundaries of Kent ucky is 
the condition precedent to the discussion of any 
terms of peace. 

This resolution bad the usual reference to the 
Committee on Federal Relations. 

Mr. Heady offered a resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a Committee of Thirteen to prepare 
bills — 1st, To meet the exigency occasioned by 
the invasion and illegal occupation of our soil by 
the Confedf rates; 2d, To relieve the State finances; 

3d, To propose a National Convention or other 
mode of arbitrament, in view of a permanent set- 
tlement of difficulties on a basil of enduring 
peace, founded on the Constitution, and declaring 
a forgetfulness of past errors and good fellowship 
in the future; and 4th, Calling on both belliger- 
ents for a ninety-day armistice to carry these res- 
olutions into effect. The whole matter was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Federal Relations. 

A message from the Governor was received, 
communicating a telegraphic despatch from Gen. 
Zolliccffer, announcing that the safety of Tennes- 
see demanded the occupation of the Cumberland 
Gap and the Three Long Mountains in Kentucky, 
and that he had done so, and should retain bis 
position until the Federal forces were withdrawn 
and the Federal camps broken up. Also, a mes- 
sage from Thomas C. Reynolds, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Mi? souri, asking what course Ky. in- 
tended to take in view of the occupation of the 
Mississippi River, below the mouth of the Ohio, 
by the Federal forces in violation of her neutral- 
ity. 

Mr. Wolfe could not but express his surprise 
that the Executive of the State should coolly 
send in despatches from men who had invaded 
our soil without presenting any recommendation 
npon the subject. Was this the way to treat the 
Legislature? The Constitution provides that be 
shall recommend means for the safety aDd inte- 
rests of the State, and yet he sends in here mes- 
sages from men who have committed the direst 
offences against the peace and dignity of the 
State. Mr. W. would express freely the senti- 
ments of bis constituents and let the Executive 
know that this message would meet merited in- 
dignation at the hands of the people. What does 
the message indicate as necessary to rebuke those 
who have shown an utter contempt for the peace 
of the State and have defiled our soil by their 
polluting tread. Why they defy the majesty of 
Kentucky; we have no other duty to perform but 
to repu’se the invaders and drive them beyond 
our boundaries. 

Mr. Heady thought this was truly a remarka- 
ble exhibition. The Governors and military offi- 
cers of States surrounding Kentucky have set up 
the pretension here before the intelligence of the 
State and with the civilization of the nineteenth 
century that they can construe for us our rights 
of neutrality, and determine for Kentucky what 
is neutrality and what a departure from it. The 
last Legislature proclaimed neutrality, and it is 
competent for this Legislature to define what its 
neutrality means. The w r hole secession move- 
ment proceeds on the theory that each State has 
the right to define and decide its own political 
condition or status. But now, Tennessee and 
Missouri, under the plea of military necessity, 
seek to define onr status, ignoring State sovereign- 
ty, upon which they have based all their action 
now tending to the ruin and overthrow of the 
government. 

Mr. Andrews said he had refrained heretofore 
from discussing these questions, in or out of the 
House, because a’l discussions could but increase 
the complications. The public mind of the coun- 
try was sufficiently excited and we should refrain 
from all that would increase the excitement. It 
is our highest duty to cultivate the highest fra- 
ternity and toleration. But he would say for 
himself, that his friends here and his constituents 
at home might know his opinions, that he be- 
lieved that the dcor of peace was sealed, sealed, 
sealed, until the unlawful and unconstitutional 
invaders are withdrawn and the continued insult 
of their presence removed, either by their volun- 
tary action, or by being forcibly driven out. At 
any cost of life or pleasure, he would listen to 
no suggestions of compromise or adjustment until 
the honor of his State was repaired. Mr. A. 
showed that the federal forces have a legal right 
to be on our soil and the two belligerent powers 
are not on the same footing. Kentucky was not 
ao independent republic with the power to speak 
t> each. She is bound by the ties of the Consti- 
tution to the Government of the United States, 
and being so bound must respect that authority. 
Let the Confederates by their volition retire or 
let them be expelled, and then we can talk of 
peace and fraternity. He would sacrifice every- 
thing to bring peace to the people of the State. 
What do we see? Families divided, a brother in the 
Federal and a brother in the Confederate army; one 
8 in a Federal officer, Another son a Confederate of - 
ticer; no man whose heart was in the right place 
but deprecates this terrible state of affairs, but 
while the honor of the people and of Kentucky 
was involved, he had no voice, no heart to talk of 
peace until the dishonor is effaced from the State. 

The debate on a proposition to refer the mes- 
sage to the Judiciary Committee, requesting them 
ti report such answer as its character demanded, 
was continued by Messrs. Silvertooth, King, 
Cochran of Shelby, and Smith of Campbell. The 
debate became so latitudinous that Mr. Huston 
fa It himself compelled to call the previous ques- 
tion, whuh was sustained, and the proposed 
reference ordered. 

The special order of the day was Mr. Wolfe's 
report from the Committee on Federal Relations, 
to whom were referred the resolutions offered by 
Mr. Ewing against the Federal war tax. and rec- 
ommending the recognition of the Southern Con- 
federacy. Mr. Yeaman took the floor and made a 
long and powerful argument upon the divided al 
legiance of a State and upon the higher allegiance 



a hich is due to the Federal Constitution. It would 
be impossible to give a digest of his remarks with- 
out breaking the continuity of bis chain of rea- 
soning. He feared tha£ the collection of 
the tax might produce difficulty, perhaps 
bloodshed, but he was not disposed to 
nullify the law by which it was imposed, and 
until its constitutionality was decided, the ques- 
tion of its payment should not be discussed. As 
to the recognition of the Confederate States, that 
he argued would be a violation of neutrality, 
which neither France nor England had seen proper 
to commit, and while the questions which divide 
the country have been taken from the balls of 
lsgislation to the dread arbitrament of the sword, 
it was not for Kentucky to interfere by a recogni- 
tion of the independence of the Confederate States. 
It was not a step towardj the reconstruction of 
the Union, but a movement for its final dismem- 
berment. The door for peace must be opened by 
the withdrawal of the invasion, or Kentuckians 
must submit to subjugation — the door must be 
opened by those who closed it. 1 am gratified to 
lesra that Mr. Yeaman intends to prepare tbia 
very able speech for publication. 

I was so busily occupied by the continued and 
interesting debate in the House that I did not 
find time to listen to any proceedings on the part 
of the Senate. That body had under considera 
tion the military bill oft’ red on Saturday by Sen- 
ator Whitaker, and various speeches were made 
Senator Rhea proposed, as a new section, that no 
order made by the Military Board, under this act, 
shall be effective, unless receiving the sanction of 
four-fifths of its members. Senator Speed said 
that would nullify the action of the Board, and 
one member could control the action of the whole 
Board. Senator Goodloe regarded the amend- 
ment as fatal to the Board, should It be adopted, 
for in case of the absence of one of its members, 
unless the other four were unanimous, no order 
could emanate from them. The amendment was 
rejected — 23 to 10. Senator Irvan moved to alter 
the time of forty- eight hours allowed to return 
arms after demand, to one week. The Senate did 
not see the policy of this, and rejected it. On 
motion of Senator Pennelmker, the power of the 
Board to protect railroads was extended over 
locks and dams. Another clause was added, com- 
pelling Sheriffs, Constables, Jailers, Marshals of 
cities, and Police Officers to obey the lawful onbr 
of the Board in regard to the State arms and 
property, under a penalty of from $50 to $250. 
There were other amendments to the hill, I un- 
derstand. but 1 will defer comment until to-mor- 
row, when the bill will come up as a special 
order. 

The Governor transmitted to the Senate an- 
swers to several resolutions of enquiry, lie says 
the Military Board have taken all necessary st e’ps 
to protect the State Arsenal, and there is no rea- 
son to apprehend any attack upon it. The report 
of the Military Board answers enquiries as to the 
removal of arms west of the Tennessee river, and 
as to the number and location of the active and 
reserved militia. The names of the field officers 
of the enrolled militia will be furnished to the 
Senate as soon as the (Juartermastor-General can 
apply the foots.

Mr. Johnson arose to a question of privilege, 
and stated that as the Senate had repealed the 
resolution under which he had been appointed to 
isit Southern Kentucky, yet he had visited Gen. 
Polk’s camp, and if the Senate desired it he would 
make a formal report. 

Mr. Speed objected to any report being made 
and made some remarks in disapprobation of the 
gentleman’s having visited Gen. Polk’s camp, 
and then offered the following resolutions, which 
were adopted, viz:

VN o commit no impropriety in annoum ing that 
the preparations for two important movements 
against the Southern coast are rapidly going for- 
ward, so that the expeditions will be ready to set 
sail within a very few weeks. In one of them 
the land forces will nrobpldy he under Major 
General Butler, and the other under Brigadier 
General Sherman, who is in command of the im- 
portant camp at Hematead, L. 1. We believe 
that the number of troops of all arms employed 
in the two will l*e about 25,000, with naval forces 
of proportionate strength.

A Noble South Carolinian.— The following 
general order, which has been issued to the East 
India Squadron by Flag-Officer C. K. Stribbling, 
has just reached us: 

June 30, 1861. 

The Commander-in-Chief feels called upon at 
this time to address those under his command 
upon the condition of our country. 

By the last mail we have authentic accounts of 
the commencement of civil war in the United 
States, by the attack and capture of Fort Sump- 
ter by the forces of the Confederate States. 

It is not my purpose to di.-cuss the merits of 
thecau6e or causes which have resulted in plung- 
ing our country into all the horrors of civil war, 
but to remind those under my commaud of their 
obligations now to a faithful and zealous perform- 
ance of every duty. 

Coming as we do from the various sections of 
the country, unanimity of opinion on this subject 
cannot be expected, and I would urge upon all 
'he necessity of abstaining from all angrv and 

ilimmatory language upon the causes of the 
present state of things in the United Statis, and 
to recollect that here we have nothing to do but 
to perform the duty of our respective stations, and 
to ol»ey the orders of our superiors in authority: 
to this we are bound by the solemn obligations of 
our oath. 

I charge all Commanders and other officers to 
show in themselves a goed example of virtue, 
hunor, patriotism, and subordination, and to be 
vigilant in inspecting the conduct of all such as 
are placed under their command. 

The honor of the nation, of the flag, under 
which many of us have served from boyhcod, oar 
own honor and gobd name require us now, if ever, 
that we suffer no blot upon the character of our 
country while the flag of the Union is in our 
keeping.

If there have been any misgivings »n the 
minds of our readers, as to the ability of the 
.-unall force of Home Guards at Boonville to re- 
sist the attack of the rebels on Friday morning, 
all double will be set aside by tbe following spe- 
cial despatch to the Republican: 

Jkki kkson City, Sept. 14, 1861. 

The steamer Sioux City has just arrived from 
Above. She reports that the light at Boonville 
vesterday morning resulted in a victory for the 
Home Guards, commanded by Major Eppetem, 
who held their entrenchments and stood by them. 

The rebels, one thousand strong, were driven 
hack, but were in the neighborhood of Boonville 
when the Sioux City passed. 

The Home Guards lost one man killed and four 
wounded. The rebel loss was twelve killed and 
thirty wounded. Among the killed of the latter 

were Col. Brown and Capt. Brown. 

A small detachment of U. S. troops on tbe 
Sioux Citv bad an engagement with Green’s 
force at Glasgow, lasting half an hour, when a 
battery of throe guns opened on the boat and 
they r’otired without loss. 

A letter from Cairo dated the 13th says: 

A deserter from Pillow's camp, calling hims»lf 
a former Inhabitant of Racine, Wis., i-ame into 
Norfolk yesterday. He stated the secession forces 
to bo L'6,000 in number, and, as before report* <1, 
principally at Columbia, but some on the Mis- 
souri shore. He also said that two hundred wore 
killed in the masked batteries the day before by 
the tire from the gunboats, (l’he rebel leaders 
acknowledge sixty-eight killed in their otlicial re- 
ports.! Another ancient item that ho also 
brought, was, that the men of Dixie were sadly 
m need of shoes and clothing, and had adopted 
ihe former Eastern method of rallying by fours, 
bringing the hack;? together when visitors ap- 
nroached. This is all the late news from this di- 
r iction. 

A report, which I cannot trace to any reliable 
source, is abroad, to the effect that the rebel 
Meam tug Yankee was found bv a gunboat to- 
day, in a disabled condition, ami sunk. 

The Republican add?: 

We learu that on Monday night last, whilst a 
Government steamer was proceeding up the Mis- 
souri r ver from Lexington, conveying a number 
of prin nen to Fort Leavenworth for better secu- 
rity, si e b’oke her rudder at a place between 
Blue Mill and Kansas City, and was ccinpelUd 
to land. Shortly after reaching the shore, she 
was boarded by a Jackson county company of 
secessionist?, who seized the boat, released the 
prison* rs— S. Withers among them— and secured 
about forty Federal soldiers as captives. 

The Lioarty (Mo.) Tribune has a letter from 
Col. John T. Hughes, of the rebel array, which is 
issued in an extra, reporting that a few days ago 
the secession forces drove Gen. Lane and his com- 
mand into Kansas, with twelve killed, thirty or 
forty wounded, and thirty- live taken prisoners. 
H e states that but two or three were killed and 
sixteen wounded on the secession side.

Exciting New* from Boank and Wirt 
Counties. — G entlemen who arrived yesterdiy 
from Roane county report that they have recent- 
ly had very exciting timee in Roane and Wirt 
counties. 'Major Stammer, of Gen. Rosecrans’ 
staff, was seat dowu to Spencer with a force so Hi • 
dent to clean out the sece^h of that vicinity. 
Unfortunately, the coming of Stammer was as- 
certained by the rebels, and they managed to 
escape the vicinity of Spencer. The latter part 
of last week, how ever, Stammer encountered a 
considerable force of secessionists in Wirt county, 
about ten miles from Burning Springs, and af’.er 
skirmishing with them for two days caused them 
to beat a retreat with a loss of tif teen killed. 
Lieut. McCloekv, of the Union company from 
Hi chie county, was shot in the abdomen, and, 
after lingering about twenty-four hours, died. 
The Union forces then burned the house of Peter 
•Seiburgb, a prominent secession leader, and also 
the house of another rebel, whose name we did 
not learn. Both of the houses were fortitied. 
Two rebels who had taken tbe oath of allegiance, 
and were caught with arms in their hands, were 
taken out and shot. Two more men. caught un- 
der similar circumstances, were to have been shot 
the next day. Major Slammer, in marching 
through Roane county, found eight dead men in 
an obscure thicket. It was not known whether 
the bodies were 1 huso of Union men or rebels. 
Major Stammer is satisfied that the rebels have 
sigual rockets, by which they warn one another 
of tbe approach of his force. They also have a 
signal like the hooting of an owl, which is very 
advantageously used. By these, and similar 
means, they are enabled to elude the pursuit of 
Stammer -s command, and to scatter into small 
bodies. 

The military authorities at Paikersburg are 
tightening the lines upon the rebels, and have in- 
augurated means to crush out the rebellion in 
that part of the country. No man is permitted to 
leave the town without a pass, and without first 
taking the oath of allegiance. Guards are place*l 
upon all the roads leading from the town. 

M> jor Stammer has taken possession of the 
town of Spencer, in Roane county, and made it 
his headquarters. 

Progress ok Gen S. Price. — A uthentic in- 
formation has been received at Jefferson and in 
I his city that General S. Price, at the head of 
eleven thousand men. whs advancing on Lexing- 
ton. A portion of his forces did actually arrive 
at Warrensburg on Tuesday last, and the whole 
army was expected to enter that place on that 
da}’. Warrenshurg is the county seat of Johnson 
* ounty, and is thirty seven miles from Lexington, 
^ hither Price is hastening, with w hat object we 
cannot divine. Lexington is tbe heart ot a rich 
country, aud it may be that Gen. Price dosires to 
possess himself of the intrenchments erected bv 
the United States troops there, and thereby ena- 
ble him to recuperate his Commissary and Quar- 
termaster's Departments, up to this time not in a 
very thmrishing state. Gen. Price has 11.000 
men umtar his command, and he may be jointd by 
3,000' or l,OO0 under Martin Green, who has un- 
questionably criB^d the river, leaving the North- 
east to take care of itself. Gen. Price has with 
him also some twelve or iifteen nieces of artillery. 
Against this force the United States troops at 
Lexington do not number more than ”000, but, 
as they are intrenched and have quite as many 
piece ; of artillery as the enemy, they will un- 
doubtedly defend themselves in the expectation 
of relief from suiue quarter. If General Pope is 
advised of the approach of Price upon Lexington, 
he will at once «ee »he propriety of marching to 
the relief of ihtt city, and will, no doubt, do it. 
We have a j trances that the Hannibal and St. 
.loeeph Railroad is now in a condition to travel 
upon it, and Geueral Pope can transport his men 
to a point only about fort v-tive ini.es distant from 
Lexington. Forced inarches may bring his tr**ops 
to that city if time to protect it from the enemy. 
If we mistake mil, one or two regiments, from 
•taffereon City, have been marching for a week or 
two past in the direction of Oxington. Well 
armed and disciplined, as there troops now are, if 
they can be concentrated, they can drive back 
the rebels, and very soon they will be driven out 
of the State. — St. Louis Republic an, 14th. 



Trouble ox the Frontier. —Late advices 
from the frontier represent that live thousand In 
dians are encamped on the forks of the Kepubli 
can river, Kansas, and are perpetrating constant 
outraged upon the property and person of pio- 
neer settlers. It is said that extensive robberies 
have repeatedly been committed, and that several 
families have been murdered. Tbe Omaha Ne- 
braskian of the 5th mat. makes loud complaint 
respecting this painful condition of affairs, and 
implores the speedy interposition of the govern- 
ment. From other sources, mttl igence of the 
same startling purport and cries for relief reach 
us. Doubtless ihe matter has already been fully 
brought to the attention of tbe national authori- 
ties, who have taken the necessary step in the 
case. Nebra ka has furnished three companies of 
cavairy for suppressing the rebellion, and Kansas 
has thus early won imperishable laurels by the 
bravery of her regiments in the field. The gov- 
ernment cannot, therefore, lose an instant or spare 
any needed effort in relieving our frontier settlers 
from the terror and mischief indicted by vindic- 
tive Indian hordes. The troubles of the country 
will tend to embolden these semi-barbarians to 
gather in great numbers for pillage and slaughter. 
Their first demonstrations should therefore be 
summarily and sigaally punished, that immense- 
ly increased cost to us and suffering to them may 
be spared hereafter. — St. Louis Democrat , 1 If/*. 

Trot at Oxford Park— Flora Tumble and 
John Morgan. — About hfteen hundred people as- 
sembled yesterday at Oxford Park, above Frank- 
ford. to witness a trotting match for a purse of 
$1,000, between the mare Flora Temple, entered 
by her present owner, James McMann, and tbe 
horse Morgan, formerly Medoc, entered by Jas. 
Turner. Medoc is a large horse, sixteen hands 
h*gb, that has trotted four times before with 
Hora, always beaten, but so well matching her 
that some hopes were entertained of his success 
m the present trot. The little bay won tbe pole 
at tossing up, ami a beautiful start was made at 
four o clock. At the quarter pole Flora was a 
half length ahead, and she steadily increased the 
distance until, at the end of the two miles, she 
■ rossed the pole about two lengths in advance, 
making the heat in 5 minutes 3 seconds. 

The second heat was trotted in 5 minutes 3 }d 
seconds. Morgan keeping up well, lapping Flora 
at the three quarter pole on the second mile The 
mare was evidently not put to her speed, it being 
the opinion of her driver that she was never in 
better condition. A new match was made up last 
night for three mile heats to be trotted very 
soon . — Philadelphia Press , 1 '2th. 

Seizure of Southern Funds in Boston . — We un- 
derstand from an authentic source that the total 
amount of Southern funds sei/.ed in this city, yes- 
terday. by the United States Marshal, reached 
fifty thousand dollars, the greater portion of 
which was found in the hands of the Southern 
Steamship Company. Of the whole amount 
thirty- live thousand dollars were in the shape of 
I reasurv notes. The funds will be held by Gov- 
ernment until the close of the war, when, if the 
owners are and have bean loyal men, it will be 
restored to their use and custody.
